HELEN GOULD FACES — 
~WOMAN WHO ASSAILED 
HER FATHER’S 


Takes Stand in Albany in the Trial of : 
Mrs. Margaret E. Cody, Charged with 
Conspiring to Blackmail ad Gould’s 
Heirs.

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 30.—Miss Helen ‘Gould, 

who is worth $10,000,000, was one of the wit- 
nesses against Mrs. Margaret E, Cody in the 
trial for blackmail at Albany today. The 
first time the two women, so far apart in 
every respect, faced each other was when | 
Miss Gould took the stand. ‘ 
_ Miss Gould, who was attired in a dark 
tailor-made .gown, topped off with a toque of 
black slashed purple, carried a three-cent 
notebook, in which she made notes when the 
other witnesses testified. There was a pic- 
ture of a little girl feeding a flock of sheep 
on the first cover of the book. 

When Miss Gould was called she passed | 
within a foot of Mrs. Cody and was sworn. 
Mrs. Cody gazed at her attentively. 

‘After the lawyer had passed her through 
the usual routine questions of identification, 


. received gracefully polite responses, he 
asked: 

““Do you know Mrs. M. E. Cody, the pris- 
oner?"’ 

(With a glance at Mrs. Cody) ** No, i do 
not know her.”’ 

Mrs. Cody’s face evinced the greatest in- 
terest in the young woman whose name she 
tried to stain. 

Miss Gould identified. rae letters received 
| by her, and signed Mrs. M. E. Cody. She 
then left the stand, carrying in. her right 
hand a black fan and in her left her note- 
book.

It invited Miss Gould to come and see her. 
Another letter to Miss Gould asked for a 
pass so that Mrs. Cody could come to New 
York to discuss the case.

KLONDIKE OUTPUT 
FOR. PAST SEASON 
_ PLACED AT $9,000,000. 


Estimate of Alesks Agent of Govern- | 
ment Labor Bureau Shows That Re- 


ported Finds Have Been Highly Ex- 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 30.—[ Special. ]— 
Gold output in the Klondike is the subject 
of a report supplementary to one made to 
the Commissioner of Labor by Samuel C. 
Dunham, an agent of the Labor bureau, in 
Alaska, last May. He says: 

“It has been impossible to secure satis- 
factory data relative to the output of gold 
for the Klondike district. Many of the min- 
ers refuse to give any information what- 
ever as to the yield of their mines, referring 
inquirers to the office of the Gold Commis- 
sioner, where it was learned that up to June 
24 nearly $500,000 had been collected in roy- 
alties, indicating a gross output thus ac- 
counted for of nearly $5,000,000. At that. 
date the cleanups were practically com- 
pleted, the officials stating that they would 
probably collect royalties on $2,000, 000 more | 
during the summer. 

Undoubtedly there has been 
evasion of royalty, and for this reason 
$500,000 will be unaccounted for, while the 
claims which have produced $2,000 or less 
and afe exempt from taxation Pave proba- 
bly produced $1,000,000. The bankers and 
agents of the Commercial company, who 
have the best means of knowing the facts, 
practically agree in placing the output for 
the season at $9,000,000. They divide this 
aggregate sum among the creeks as follows: 
El Dorado, $4,000,000; Bonanza, $3,000,000; 
Hunker and Bear, $1,000,000; Dominion, 
Sulphur, and other creeks, $1,000,000. 

** Many enthusiastic writers in newspapers 
and prospectuses have placed the probable 
yield of the Kiondike mines for ..1e season 
at from $20,000,000 to $30,000,000, but no 
intelligent man upon the ground who is ac- 
quainted with the condition has pastaty the 
figure above $12, 000.

‘Paris, Nov. 30.—From a Spanish standpoint 
the saddest meeting of the Peace commis- 
sion was held today. The treaty, as sketched 
by Secretaries Moore and Ojeda, was under 
consideration. - Several clauses were read 
and disqussed, but the discussion was chiefly 
regarding the forms of expression. 

The Spanish and American commissioners 
both express desire to conclude as quickly 
as possible, and today they held a meeting 
lasting three and a half hours. It was decided 
to meet again tomorrow and the envoys 
merely wish to meet every day until the 
work of the commission is finished. 

Subsidiary to the treaty of peace will be the 
questions of commerce with the Antilles 
and the Philippines, the renewal of treaties 
abrogated by the war, the repatriation of 
soldiers and functionaries in the Philippines, 
and the rights of Spaniards who will remain 
in the ancient colonies.

“ History will condemn the action of the 
United States. Mohammedan inhab- 
ifants and other turbulent characters will 
show the Americans that the Philippines 
are not easily governed.

TIPTON, UNDAUNTED BY | 
ARREST, TO PERSIST IN 
REFORMCAMPAIGN. 


St. Clair County Man Promises to Fight 
Sunday Saloons with Renewed Vigor 
—Deciares He Is Fulfilling a Resolve 

_ Made in His Boyhood. 


Mascoutah, Ill., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—The 
arrest of William R. Tipton of Lebanon, this 
(St. Clair) county, who has devoted the 
greater part of his time during the last fif- 
teen years to the prosecution of saloonkeep- 
ers and others who violated the Sunday 
closing and other State laws, has made him 
furious, and he declares he will take up the 
fight now with renewed vigor. 

It is alleged by the saloon men that some 
time ago Tipton was deposed as leader of the 
temperance societies of the county and that 
shortly after he went to each of the saloon 
men and urged them to keep open on Sunday, 
promising them, it is alleged, they need not 
fear prosecution, as he was with them inthe 
matter. The’ saloons promptly opened for 
business on Sundays, and matters ran along 
that way for some time. 

Then came the announcement that Tipton 
had been reinstated at the head of the South- 
ern Illinois Law and Order league, and then 
notice to the saloonkeepers to close. They 
were not disposed to do so, and Tipton took 
up his old place as prosecutor. He filed com- 
plaints at Marissa, a temperance town, thir- 
ty miles from Lebanon, and officers were 
sent after the Lebanon saloon men. The 
liquor men, however, drove.to a country jus- 
tice of the peace three miles away, pleaded 
guilty, and were assessed small fines. This 
nettled Tipton, and new complaints were 
filed at Marissa. Then followed Tipton’s ar- 
rest, and release under $1,200 bail. For thir- 
teen hours he was confined in jail. 

Tipton claims to be working in good faith 
for the benefit of society. He says that when 
a boy in Tennessee forty years ago he was 
shocked at the open desecration of the Sab- 
bath, and he formed a solemn resolve that 
when he grew to manhood he would make it 
the object of his life to secure the enforce- 
ment of the law, and that he is now ek A

OFFICIALS ARE RETICENT 


Commissioner McGann Says He 

Will Not “0: K.” Bills Til 

He Understands 
Them. 


STREET CONTRACT RUMORS. 


With $65,000 worth of vouchers for street 
repairs “held up” by Controller Waller 
peop'e about the City Hall are beginning to 
ask why Contractor John J..McCarthy has 
not explained these bills to the satisfaction | 
of the administration. As each day goes by 
without the * held up " vouchers being given 
an O. the wonder grows the greater. 

Seeking light on this question, a reporter 
for THE TRIBUNE yesterday asked Coniimis- 
sioner of Public Works McGann whether the 
administration was satisfied that the bills 
rendered by Contractor McCarthy were cor- 
rect or whether it was believed errors might 
have been made. 

“Vouchers to the amount of $65,000 have 
been held up, have they not?” answered 
the commissioner, after thinking over the 
question for a moment. 

** Was that done because a suspicion exists 

that errors may have been made?” 
* “T never will approve the payment of any 
bills unless I know they are right, and I will 
say the same for the Controller,” was the 
reply. 

Further than this the commissioner would 
not talk of the matter, and he changed the 
conversation as often as it was broached. 
What he was willing to say, however, was in 
line with a lot of rumors which have been 
ficating around the City Hall for some time 
and which promise to make the-street re- 
pairing contract an interesting source of in- 
quiry. 

For a long time the bills for street repairs 
ing came in thick and fast. They were all 
properly indorsed by the inspector for the 
division in which the work was reported as 
done and bore the “ O. K.”’ of Superintendent 
ef Streets Doherty. They were sent up to 
the Controller and, being in regular form, 
were paid without a question. 


Waller “ Holds Up” Vouchers. 
Two months ago, however, Controller Wal- 
ler suddenly called a halt. Vouchers to the 
amount of $65,000 were refused payment for 
the time—in the vernacular of the City Hall 
were “held up’’—and when on Tuesday ha 


was asked the reason the Controller replied; 


“ These bills were coming in too fast and 
I thought it would be as well to check them 

Now on top of all this comes the guarded 
admission from Commissioner McGann that 
there Is reason to believe the charges in the 
street repairing bills may not be correct and 
the question asked at the City Hallis, Where 
will the matter all end? 

It had been supposed all along that the Mc- 
Carthy contract was the “ strongest "’ thing 
in the City Hall. It was given as the con- 


‘dition of an ante-election promise and the 


contractor was supposed to have full swing. 
When the Council-:some time ago passed an 
order which would have vitiated it 
Mayor Harrison vetoed ‘the order, and 
throughout the contract has been agaspey 
by the administration. 

All sorts. of explanations have been aneed 
as to the reasons which produced so many 


‘and influential friends for this particular 


contract, the one most often advanced being 
naturally that politicians with strong 
“ julls"’ had a pecuniary-interest in it; but 
throughout all the talk and gossip ran the 
universal conviction that n® one around the 
‘City Hall would dare to disturb a contract 
which was so thoroughly and strongly 
backed. Hence to have Controller Waller 
‘hold up,” vouchers for so large an amount 
and Commissioner McGann intimate as the 
reason there was need to estabiish correct- 
ness of the bills on which they were based 
was enough to start all | 
ing around the City Hall. 
‘Street Department Responsible. — 
Should the “ checking up” of which the 
Controller spoke in his talk in THE TRIBUNE 
of yeéterday show the bills are wrong it 
must of necéssity result in a general turn- 
ing over in the Street department. It would 
not be possible for any mistakes to occur in 
these bills without the error being located 
in that office, and it is the one which will 
have to explain. It is not bills which have 
been held up to be checked up, but vouch- 
ers issued on bills which have already under- 
goné the supposed scrutiny of the Street de- 
partment,.and the checking up must of ne- 
cessity be to determine whether the indorse- 
ment of the officers of that office was right- 
ly placed upon the bills before the vouch- 


When asked about the dirty streets of 
Chicago, all Commissioner McGann would 
say was: “I am glad Tae Trisuns has 
called attention to them.” 

Mayor Harrison was not to be seen at the 
time and place at which he can usually be 
found, and inquiry at his residence last 


evening only brought forth the answer that 


he was out and would not return until a : 
late hour. 

Asked how far the drafts on the Street de- 
partment fund to pay for alleged streets re- 
pairs had hindered him in. the matter of 
keeping the streets clean, Commissioner Mc- 
Gann said that was a matter he was not 
prepared to discuss. 

The fund that McCarthy has been draw~- 
i pon for street repairs consisted of $172,- 
000 diverted from an appropriation of $500,- 
000 for cleaning Chicago’ s dirty streets and 
filthy alleys. 

To evade the law, which provides that all 
contracts for a larger sum than $500 be 
advertised and let to the lowest bidder, all 
bills for street repairs are made for a less 

sum than $500, the plea being that each 
separate job is a separate contract. To 
cover the $172,000 so far taken from the: 
street cleaning fund by McCarthy 345 sepa- 
rate bills were returned, each for a few cents 
less than $6500, and not afy ong by any 


them.

When the result of the fae baliot was 
announced the supporters of Dr. Green gave’ 
up the contest, for it was evident that the 
scattering votes would go to Morrison on 
the next ballot and end it in favor of the 
Chicago man. 


When the result of the decisive ballot was. 


declared by President Hoyt Dr. Green arose, 
and, gaining the recognition of the oem, 
said:

Morrison as Bishop of Iowa be made unant* 
mous by a rising vote.’’

Dr. Green’s Impassioned Words. 

Several times during the day the proceed- 
ings approached the intensely dramatic, the 
climax being reached when Dr. Green stood 
before ‘the altar and protested his inno- 
cence of the aHegations contained In a re- 
port from the Pinkerton detective agency, 
which was read to the convention by George 
F. Henry of Des Moines. Dr. Green said: 

‘*Standing here in the presence of this 
altar of Almighty God, standing here before 
you, friend or foe as you may be, I simply 
make the one denial that an innocent man 
dare make, invoking on himself the judg- 
ment of the advent God. Of each, of every 
allegation you have listened tp, on the honor 
of a Christian man, I declaré myseit abso- 
lutely innocent, and may God judge between 
my accusers and myself,” .— 

Intense Interest. 
The large audience room of Grace Church 


.was filled all day. Up near the chancel the’ - 
pews were occupled by the delégatés, the 
-most of them gray-haired, solemn-looking 


men, plainly realizing their great responsi- 
bility. In rear of ‘the delegates were the 
members of Grace Parish and other citizens 
of Cedar Rapids, all intensely interested in 
the scene, 

A large proportion of the visitors were 
women of the parish, and they gave certain 
evidence of their faith in Dr. Green’s inno- 
cence of any charge which might be brought 
against him by remaining, although Mr. 
Henry, in reading a part of the report of the

PRESENT REFORM PLANS. 


NATIONAL MUNICIPALLEAGUE MEBTS | 


IN INDIANAPOLIS, 

Members of a Special Committee Sub- 
mit Suggestions for the Establish- 
ment of More Pertect Civie Govern- 
mentsa—Declared a Good Beginning 
Has Been Made in the Battle with 
Political Evils—Prominent Men and 

Women Are in Attendance. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 30.—The sixth con- 
ference of the National Municipal league 
began this afternoon in the assembly-rooms 
of the: Commercial club. This is the most 
important meeting. of the league since the 
organization has been formed. Its purpose 
is to discuss what it regards as the first 
essential of general municipal reform—an 
ideal or model system of government. 

The task of preparing such a system was 
undertaken by the organization at its meef- 
ing in Loufsville in May, 1897. A commit- 
tee of seven was appointed and charged with 
the task without restriction as to time or 
instruction as to details. The committee 
waS charged with the duty of preparing 
“essential principles,’ and a working plan 
or system consistent with, American indus- 
trial and political conditions. 

The results of this work, which has been 
constant fo. eighteen months, are a set of 
general State constitution amendments and 
@ municipal corporations act, which the 
committee believes will accomplish all that 
is sought. 

The organization is representative of 
many municipal leagues, Christian govern- 
ment leagues, good citizenship leagues, and 
the like all over the country. State organ- 
izations. are represented. Among the dele- 
gates attending the conference are many 
who are distinguished as students of polit- 
ical economy and who are known as advo- 
cates of new systems of municipal govern- 
ment. 


league, presided in the absence of President 
Carter of New York. The delegates were 
welcomed by Governor Mount and Mayor 
Taggart. 

Dr, L. 8. Rowe, professor of municipal gov- 
ernment in the University of Pennsylvania, 
presented the report of the.Committee on 
Municipal Program. It contained a proposed 
corstitutional amendment treating of four 
distinct classes of subject--the relation of 
the municipality tothe State, the powers of 
the municipality, the procedure in the exer- 
cise of municipal functiors, the electoral 
franchise and the application of the “‘ merit ”’ 
principle to the administrative service. 

The design, the committee stated, was to 
give the municipality a more definite place 
‘in our political system than it at present en- 
joys; to give it that freedom of action which 
is the necessary accompaniment of growth 
and expansion, and to place within its power 
the determination of local policy whenever 
such policy is not inconsistent with the gen- 
eral welfare of the State. 

The committee also submitted a proposed 
municipal corporation act under the pro- 
visions of. which, it was stated, it would 
be possible for cities, large or small, to adopt 
a form of organization suited to their need. 

Secretary Clinton Rogers Woodruff of Ph'l- 
adelphia in his annual report; the subject of 
which was “The Advance Movement for 
Municipal Reform,” said in part: ,

New York, Nov. 
storm is due to reach this city tomorrow 
night. The one of last night overwhelmed 
those already burdened by the woes attend- 
ant upon snow and slush The Long 
Island railroad found all its lines again 
blocked, this time by snow that packed hard 
and froze so as to defy plows. 

More than fifty wrecks strew the north and 
east shores of Long Island. High waves 
are sweeping over Napeague Neck, and 
threaten to cut -through, making a new 
island of the Montauk section. | 

The steamer Pentagoet, New York to 
Bangor, is missing, with a crew of eighteen. 
Forty bodies from the wrecked steamship 
Portland have been recovered at various 
points along the coast. | 

News from hitherto unheard from ports of 
Cape Cod showing that at least a score and 
a half of vessels were wrecked along that 
shore, with a loss of a dozen lives, has come 
as a dire climax to. the previous record of 
Gisasters resulting from Saturday night's 
storm. 

Up to this evening the total loss of life 
cannot be estimated with any degree of 
accuracy. It is known that more than 200 
persons perished. This estimate is made on 
the basis of only from each crew reported 
missing, and each of which would include 
at least three, while the larger schooners 
would have seven or eight men aboard. 

An attempt to estimate the financial! losses . 
sustained by shipping interests is equally 
difficult from the facts at hand, but it ap- 
pears the bulk of the damage was done be- 
tween Cape Ann, where a score or more of 
vessels were lost, to Cuttyhunk, where the 
steammer Warwick .is on the rocks. From 
present reports it is known that fifty-six 
vessels have beén totally wrecked, while 
forty-nine are ashore, with hardly a chance 
of being saved: Of the fifty-six total wrecks, 
barges not included, forty-three craft aggre- 
gate 12,202 gross tonnage. | 


Crew of the Pentagoet. 

The Pentagoet ig managed by the Man- 
hattan Steamship company, an organization 
which has been doing business only since 
the first of 1898, The company carries 
freight and passengers who apply between 
New York and@ Bangor. If the Pentagoet 
has gqne down it is probable that all its 
people, Captain Orin R. Ingraham of Rock- 
land, Me., and his crew of seventeen are

The Pentagoet is a single screw boat, 128 
feet long, 23 feet beam, and 10.3 feet deep. 

' AH along the Massachusetts coast the 
bodies of the victims of the Portland disaster 
are being washed ashore. Some have been 
identified and many are mangled beyond 
recognition by contact with the rocks. Noth- 
ing has developed to disapprove belief that 
all on board the ill-starred vessel perished. 

The exact number of passengers will prob- 
ably never be known, as the vessel’s owners 
have no list. It is probable that 125 persons 
| lost their lives when the Portland was lost 


off the rocks of Cape Cod. | 

One feature of the disaster is the absence 
of any fragments of a lifeboat or liferaft 
among the varied mass of wreckage which 
has been washed ashore. One theory is that 
the boats and liferafts were carried far out 
to sea and were not blown anywhere near 


this coast. - j 

When the wreck was first reported it was 
thought the vessel had struck on the terrible 
Peaked Hill bars, which are known among 
mariners as the graveyard of the New En- 
gland coast. This theory has been dissi- 
pated, however, by an investigation. 

The fierce gale caused such a tremendous 
tide that a vessei of the Portland’s draft 
would have passed over the bars in safety 
and run ashore on the beach. \In fact, a 
large schooner in distress drawing more 
water than the Portland »passed over the 
shallowest part of the bars and brought up 
on the beach. It is generally believed the 
vessel went to the bottom and was not 
wrecked by going on shore. 


Message Tells of Death. 


Plymouth, Mass., Nov. 30.—A piece of bam- 
boo picked up in the surf today brought the 
following story of the loss of the schooner ' 
White Wings of Gloucester and all on.board. 

** We will be lost, thirteen of us, in fishing 
schconer White Wings from Gloucester. 
‘Have no bottle to put it in. Everything is 
gone. Weare about to goonaraft. Henry 
Wilder and Frank Haskins are dead. If I 
could only see my wife and darling. child 
again. ALBERT SIMMONS.” 


Nine Persons Perish. 


Revelstoek, Nov. 30.—The steamer Ains- 
worth plying betwéen Kaslo and Nelson 
and other Kootenai points, was wrecked 
last night about five miles gouth of Balfour, 
Nine men were drowned, including three 
passengers. Particulars are lacking. 


Ship and Crew Lost. 


Provincetown, Mass., Nov. 30.—The 
schooner King Philip of Fall River has been 
totally wrecked on the cape. The crew, 
probably numbering ten men, have been lost. 
The schooner was of 1,224 tons gross reg- 
ister.

CARNEGIE’S EMPTY ASSERTIONS. 
The New York World prints two long 
communications from Andrew Carnegie in 
opposition to the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines, The World also prints, “for the 
convenience of readers,”’ an editorial sum- 


mary of what it justly calls “ two remarka- 


ble letters.” They are remarkable because 
the writer contends that the United States 
is enjoying so much commercial expansion 
that it does not need any more; that the 
possession of the Philippines will be preju- 
dicial to American commerce instead of 
benefiting it, for that possession “ will place 
the whole.republic within the zone of wars 
and rumors of wars, which rumors ape in 
theniselves destructive of commerce.” 

Mr. Carnegie alleges that if the United 


States does not allow the products of all: 


other countries. to enter the Philippines on 
equal terms with its own it will have to 
deal with the fleets of'an unfriendly world, 


but that if it concedes the “open door” 


othe? countries with superior advantages 
‘will monopolize the commerce of the Philip- 
pines, and the American taxpayers will 
have to pay the cost of governing them. 
Mr. Carnegie makes the reckless statement 
that the farmers and workingmen of this 
country will have to pay a hundréd-million 


- dollars a year for the privilege of owning 


the Philippines, and he mourns that “ the 
dinner-pail” of labor shouid be laid under 
contribution to carry ‘out a “ wild, un- 
American scheme.”

The government of the Philippines will 
cost*the farmers and workingmen nothing, 
nor will it cost Mr. Carnegie anything.

- Secretary James Wilson resents Carne- 
gie’s use of his name in connection with 
certain mugwump utterances, and has 
eome out with the unequivocal statement:

The New York World and similar papers 
of the anti-expansion, mugwump, and Dem- 
ocratic contraction sort have omitted no 
opportunity to denounce the progressive ex- 
pansionists as “ imperialists,” that being | 
the opposite of “contractionists.” But, 
not ¢ontent with this real meaning of the 
term, they have sought to attach to it 
the meaning of “monarchists,”’ which is 
a false and libelous interpretation, as these 
newspapers are perfectly well aware when — 
they make this lying application of it. Like | 


thousands of other words, this. word im-— 
perialist has two or more meanings—a 
chief or primary meaning and a secondary | 
or derivative significance. When a men 
advocates an Emperor for ruler, as the 
Bonapsrtists do in France, he is an im-— 
perialist in the primary meaning of the 
word. But when a man advocates the_ 
growth and exparsion of his native re- 
public, territorially and commercially, he 
is an imperialist in the secondary’ sense 
—a sense utterly different from the other. 
He’ has no more use for a king or emperor, 
than if he had used some entirely different | 
word. He is merely referring to the de-| 
veloping, expanding, greatness, and power 
of his country. This secondary meaning 
of the word is the only sense in which 
it is. used at all in the United States, ex-, 
cept when the contractionist newspapers. 
and demagogues deliberately inject into it 
a false meaning which no free-born Ameri- . 
can would tolerate for.a moment. 
In the sense of territorial expansionist all 
progressive, bold, ambitious American Re- 
publicans and Democratic Republicans are | 
imperialists. They are imperialists as dis- 
tinguished from contractionists and advo- 
cates of a stagnating and stationary exist- 
ence. They believe in the greater America 
advocated by President MeKinley, as 
against the contraction policy advocated, 
by the New York World, Times, and Post; 
or by mugwumps like Schurz, Carnegie, 
Godkin, and Norton of Harvard; or bs 
silverite debt repudiators like Bryan, Alt- 
geld, and the others of their ilk. The 
‘idea of imperial expansion and progress 
is the direct opposite of the mugwump- 
Democratic idea of national stagnation. 
It is in this true meaning of the term that 
Secretary Wilson declares himself an im- 
perialist. 
Imperialism as an American idea or 
policy means nothing more or less than

ritory. It has not the remotest reference 
to a ruler like the Sultan of Turkey, the 
Emperor of Germany or of Austria, the 
Czar of Russia, or the Empress of India, 
The President of the United States can 
be an ardent imperialist cf the Ameri- 
can sort with perfect consistency; he would 
be a mighty poor President if he were 
not ambitious for the growth of his coun- 
try. So can Senator Hoar and ex-Senator

The President of the United States is: 
not looked upon as an emperor or monarch, 
yet he exercises more power and exetutive 
force in his office than ten sovereigns such 
‘as the Queen of England. The person 
who exercises the most power in the British 
Empire is the Prime Minister, Yet, while: 
Gladstone was Premier for many years, 
he was simple Mr. Gladstone, and he was 
elected to Parliament by a constituency of 
40,000 or 50,000 persons, less than 10,000 
of whom were actual voters, the rest being 
women, children, and non-voters. Our real 
Prime Minister, on the other hand, receives 
about 7,000,000 votes in nearly 13,000,000,

The Queen of England and 
Empress of India selects none; the Prime 
Minister—a member of Parliament—chooses 
them all.

| governmental methods and enable sister 


States to find out whether those methods 
are such as they should adopt. Colorado, 
Utah, and Wyoming have tried the woman 
suffrage experiment. It has not been such 
a success thus far as to induce other States 
to follow suit. If the initiative and teferen- 
dum do not develop unexpected virtues itr 
South Dakota, other States will let it alone. 
WHAT DO THESE PEOPLE WANT! 
Mr. Carnegie is of the opinion that the 
United States should not take the Philip- 
pines. The New York World, which prints 
all he writes on the subject, seems to agree 
with him. The Spanish government has 
yielded and the treaty of peace will con- 
tain a provision for the cession of the 
Philippines. Mr. Carnegie and his associ- 
ates will labor now to defeat the ratifica- 
tion of that treaty and leave the question 
unsettled until the new Senate méets next 
year. It will ratify the treaty if the present 
Senate does not. The swelling tide of 
national expansion can no more be képt back 
by these “ anti-imperialists ” than the rising 
tides of the Atlantic by Mrs. Partington and 
her broom. 
While Mr. Carnegie and others have so 
much to say against the acquisition of the 
Philippines by the United States, they never 
tell the people what should be done with 
those islands. They do not state what their 
views would be, if they were Peace Commis- 
sioners, concerning “the control, disposi- 
tion, and government of the Philippines,” ex- 
cept that they would insist that this coun- 
try must not control them. Then are they 
in favor of handing them back té tyran-

THE NEW ENGLAND STORM, 
The New England coast, so frequently the 
scene of fierce storms at this season of the 
year, has rarely been visited by. one as de- 
structive. as that which swept the shore 
from Long Island to Maine on: Sunday 
and Monday last. Hundreds of vessels 
have been lost, hundreds more are lying in 
perilous conditions, which may become vic- 
tims to the second storm, which began on 
Tuesday; numerous summer resorts have 
been dismantled, blown, away, or washed 
awny; and there has been an appalling loss 
of life. among the brave seamen of New 
England. A blinding snow-storm, accom- 
panied by a furious wind, blowing at the 
rate of a hundred miles an hour, and an 
unusually high tide combined‘to work all 
this havoc. ‘The exttemes of the storm 
seem to have been at New York and ’Port- 
land, though the gale was felt to @ certain 
_extent at Philadelphia and Halifax. 
Massachusetts Bay is the locality of worst 
destruction. Twenty-five or thirty vessels 
were wrecked around New York and Long 
Island, but off Block Island, in Boston har- 
bor, and along the bleak shores of Cape 
Cod scores of vessels of all classes, from the 
large passenger; steamer to the coasting, 
fishing schooner; have gone to pieces and 
strewed the coast with wreckage. Forty- 
| four vessels off Block Island, thirty in Bos- 
ton harbor, and twenty-seven ia Proy- 
incetown harbor, some of them entirely, 
others partially, wrecked, are amiong the 
prominent items in the sad record of 
disaster. 
It is probable that. about 200 lives were 
lost in this terrible disaster among those 
who go down to the sea in ships, and the 
larger number of these victims met their 
fate on the fatal north shore of Massachu- 
setts and along the sandy reaches of Cape 
Cod. The most fbrominent disaster was 
that of the steamer Portland, which left 
Boston on Saturday evening on its regular 
| trip to Portland with a large passenger list 
for this time of year and a valuable cargo. 
It was last seen off Thatcher's Island, near 
the extremity of Cape Ann, about 8 o'clock

wrecks, but of none more complete than 
this. Of the steamer itself nothing was left 


and crew on board not one was saved. It 
adds to the pity of this disaster that the 
storm had been predicted and the Captain 
of the Portland had been advised to wait 
until the morrow, but he neglected both 
advice and warning and recklessly went out 
The long list 
of weary, sad-eyed women in black, wid- 
owed by the sea, who are such a mournful 
sight in the north shore and Cape Cad coast 
towns, will be largely increased by this last 
terrible visttation. In comparison with this 
harvest of.death the millions lost in vessel 
and cargo values seem of little account. — 


THE TREATY OUTLINED. 

Since the Spaniards have given up their 
haggling and quibbling at Paris the joint 
commission shows signs of speedily com- 
pleting the treaty of peace. Nearly 
one-half the points mapped out for 
inclusion in the treaty were discussed 
yesterday and practically settled. The 
Spanish commissioners formally agreed 
to the relinquishment of sovereignty over 
Cuba; to the cession of Porto Rico and 
other Spanish possessions in the West In- 
dies, together with Guam in the Ladrones; 
to the cession of the Philippines, and to 
the terms of evacuation in those islands, 
which are practically the same as those in 
Cuba and. Porto Rico. The commissions 
also agreed to the mutual liberation of mili- 
tary prisoners, which means that Spain 
will set free a number of rebel prisoners 
now confined at Ceuta in Morocco, and 
at other Spanish penal settlements. The 
United States, in turn,’ will order General, 
Otis to release the Manila and Cavite garri-- 
sons and the Spanish prisoners held by 
Aguinaldo. 

This ‘begins to look like business, but 
there is no reason why the Spaniards 
should not have agreed to all this a month 
ago. The saine may be said of the other 
points still to be settled. Most of these 
have already been announced; for instance, 
the mutual relinquishment of indemnity 
claims, the pledge of the United States to 
guarantee an “open door” in the Philip- 
pines for twelve years, and the customary 
revival of the treaties broken by the war. 
The granting of cable landing rights at 
points within the Spanish jurisdiction is 
also a point that will surprise nobody. “The 
cession of the Island of Kusae or Strong 
Island in the Cardlines will probably give 
the Spaniards another chance to resort to 
their old dilatory tactics and their trick 
of asking two prices for everything. If 
so, they will soon be called down. If the 
United States has offered $5,000,000 for 
the island the Spaniards ought to know by 
this time that this is the price which will 
be paid... An excellent feature that has also 
been introduced into the treaty is the grant- 
ing of religious freedom throughout the 
Caroline group, thus assuring the rights of. 
American missionaries in those islands— 
rights that were flagrantly and shamefully 


group by conquest. . 

It was scarcely necessary to stipulate, as 
has been done, that the Uhited States 
should stand pledged to preserve order in 
the Philippines pending the ratification of 
the treaty. This looks like a bit of im- 
pudent supererogation. Of course the 
United States will preserve order in its 
own islands. It has been doing so for some 
months past, and will -do so in the 
future, whether Spain desires it or not. 
The ‘fact is that Spain is still afraid of 
being punished for its cruelty and oppression 
in the Philippines. It would have been 
scared out of its wits—and with good reason 
—if it had ever got those islands back on its 
hands. 

THE SPOILS RESPONSIBLE. 

The encounter between the two factions 
of Republicans in the .Eighteenth Ward, 
which resulted in the killing of one man 
and the wounding of others, was caused by 
the desire of one faction to get the control of 
the regular ward club and of the other fac- 
tion to retain the control it has had for some 
time. The Rogers crowd, which was de- 
feated in Tuesday’s conflict, has a club of 
its own, but that did not answer the pur- 
pose. It wanted to boss the “regular” 
club, and started to “ capture it,” revolver in 
hand, believing thaf more peaceful methods 
would not suffice. 7 

If a ward club were nothing more than 
an organization of Republicans who felt 
a lively and disinterested interest in the 
victory of Republican principles there would 
be no conflict over the election of its officers. 
Ballot box stuffing and revolver practice 
would be unknown. Unfortunately, the 
ward club is something more than that. It 
is an organization which is recognized in 
the distribution of the spoils. It was an- 
nounced day before yestetday that a num- 
ber of small county jobs will be distributed 
next week, and that “only such as have 
the indorsement of their respective ward 
clubs. will be recognized.” 3 

The club managers make up delegate tick- 
ets, secure their indorsement, and coh- 
tribute largely to their election. Thus they 
have influence in conventions and success- 
ful candidates recognize it by admitting the 
right of the club to a little patrenage. So 
the ward clubs, started originally for quite 
different purposes, have become agencies 
through which men get political influence 
and offices. The men who are able to run 
the regular club amount to something in the 
political world. Other ciubs may have 
more members, who may be much better 
Republicans, but membership in those clubs 
counts for nothing, because they are not 
+“ regular.” , 

But for the spoils there would have been 
no bloody row’ in the Eighteenth Ward on 
Tuesday.

We have not ylelded to this’ dream of 
“glory” But we cannot deny that it is 
alluring, tempting. We cannot but fraukly 
admit that the masses of those who have 
urged this new departure, this revolution in 
policy that is constitutionally so radicul and 
historically so profoundly important, were 
honest and sincere. 

lave of country, pride in the aggrandize- 
ment of their nation among the nations of 
the earth, the thrill at the thought of the flag 
they loved floating over distant peoples and 
distant lands—such were the sentiments, the 
natural sentiments, which animated them. 

True, there were also mercenaries—the

The resources of our ‘annexed territory, 
like their area and population, have never 
been calculated with accuracy. 

Cuba produces sugar, coffee, tobacco, co- 
coa, cotton, indigo, rice, and fruits. She has 
forests rich in rare weods, and mountains 
abounding in iron, coal, copper, marble, and 
precious stones. The forests and the mines 
have been scarcely at all worked. 

Only 10 per cent of the arable lands are 
new under full cultivation. Seven per cent 
is wholty unreclaimed, and 4 per cent of the 


island’s area is unexplored forest. 


The imports of the island were roughly 
estimated for 1894 at $50,000,000 and the ex- 
ports at $95,000,000. | 

Porto Rico's products are substantially 
the same as those of Cuba. In 1890 the 
island imported $18,000,000 worth of goods 
and exported $10,000,000. 

Hawalifan exports consist almost wholly of 
sugar. Its exports amount to $15,000,000a 
year; its imports to $7,000,000. 

The Philippines produce sugar, hemp, té- 
bacco, and copra. Imports about $11,000,000 
a year: exports about $20,000,000. | | 

The Sulus produce teak and sandalwood. 
No statistics of commerce exist. | 

The Carolines are inhabited by Malay fish- 
‘ermen and produce nothing of value. The 
Ladrones are in like condition. , 

We have annexed new climates. | 

The Philippines, ds all travelers agree, 
have a climatein which a man from the tem- 
perate zone can Keep alive only with the 
greatest difficulty, and can keep well only 
by never forgetting for an instant to-guard 
his health. | 

Malaria is the lot of all who dwell there. 
Tropical fevers, tropical plagues, such as 
small pox and leprosy, thrive and prey upon 
natives and newcomers. 

The air is hot as well as moist, and only 
the most rigid comers from temperate cli- 
matesare able to resist the universal, innate, 
and incurable idleness. | 

Of Hawaii we already know much—a gor- 
ggous beauty of sky and earth, a paradise in 
which lurks leprosy. [There lurk yellow 
fever in Louisiana and Mississippi, consump- 
tion in Florida, diphtheria in Ohio, measles 


in Illinois, typhoid in New York, malaria 


in ae scariet fever in Pennsylvania, 
etc. 

In both these. domains the only possible 
labor that is commercially productive is con- 
tract labor, not distinguishable from the 
harshest slavery, This fact is due chiefly to 
the climate. 

In Cuba the semitropical climate makes 
conditions tolerable only by the acclimated 
by inReritance. Residence all the year 
round in the Cuban cities and plains is im- 
possible for the white races. .The heat and 
the diseases bar the white laborer. 

Porto Rico, called ** the most healthful of 
the Antilles,”’ is a delightful winter resort. 
But white men from the United States will 
never live there longer than for the brief 
winter season. 

As a whole the new climates added to the 
long éstablished American varieties are not 
attractive to the healthy, vigorous white 
races. These races will not labor in them, 
will not thrive in them, will not voluntartiy 
live in them. And they stunt and weaken 
and ravage and render indolent and savage 
the native races. 

Yes, it is undoubtedly a bigger, a greater 
United States. But is it a better United 
Siates? 

With these areas in the Asiatic hemi- 
sphere come 8,000,000 of Asiatics—yellow and 
brown. [Britain rules easily nearly 400 
millione of people equally alien in blood, race, 
language, religion, and habits.—Ep.] With 
all these areas near and far come peoples 
alien in blood, alien in thought, alien in 
habits, customs, manners: A few of them in 
the West Indies are somewhat akin to our 
home negroes who constitute such a ménac- 
ing race problem.

British West Indies Played Out=Phe 
Islands Worth Nothing to England. 


Mr. Robert T. Hill of the United States 
Geological Survey has” recorded the re. 
sults of a prolonged and careful study of 
the West Indies. We direct attention to hig 
remarks on the political condition of the is. 
‘lands, and to his suggestion of the mode fn 
which the economica! problems presented by, 
them could be solved. 

At present the West Indies have not only 
lost the Europeam market for their chief 
staple, sugar, but they are cut off from trade 
with one another by a complexity of nation- 
al tariffs. Their distribution among six dif. 
ferent nationalities necessitates thé support 
of, extensive and useless administrations 
and prevénts the federation of interests ang 
the development of interinsular commerce, 
Ridiculous are some of the consequences of , 
the political subdivisions which.took place 
in the last century and been perpetu-- 
ated in our own. Mr. Hill points out that 
the Island of St. Martin, which is not se 
large as an average county in the United 
States, is apportioned fnto two principal. 
ities, one French and the other Dutch, each 
of which maintains an administrative foree — 
as large as that of the State of Texas. He 
goes on to note that, as you sail southward. 
ly along the eastern islands, or Lesser An- 
‘tilles, hardly a score in number and almost 
in sight of one another, you encounter no 
fewer than five foreign flags and a dozen 
distinct colonial governments, each respon- 
sible to a European power, with no sem. 
blance of any political bond between them, 
or of any kind of coUperation. The Island 
of Dominica, whose people are French in 
language and institutions, is sandwiched be- 
tween Martinique and Guadeloupe, and 


“within easy reach of both, yet it is so walled 


off. from them by quarantine and tariff laws 
that it is, commercially, nearer England, 
some three thousand miles distant, than it 
is to its next-door neighbors. | fs 

Not only is intercourse between islands 
of different nationalities not facilitated, but 
Dominica, and, for 
that matter, all the English islands, are 
usually in quarantine against Martinique, 
Guadeloupe, San Domingo, Hayti, and Cuba, 
It is only in exceptional cases that one can — 
5° | i the former to any of the latter is- 
ands. 

The industrial and commercial decline of 
the West Indies began With the upsetting” 
of their labor system through the emancipa- 
tion of the negro slaves. Cuba, indeed, suf- 
fered comparatively lttle from this canse, 
and Porto Rico scarcely at all, but emanel- 
pation ruined Hayti and San Domingo, and 


_ seriously injured the other islands from an) 


economical viewpoint. It is, however, the 
great fall in the price of sugar which has 
dealt the final blow to the West Indies. Since 
1885, in all the isiands except Cuba, the cul- 
tivation of the sugar cane has been almost 
paralyzed. In some of the Lesser Antilles 
it is still carried on, merely for the purpose 
of enabling the plantation hands to earn a 
bare subsistence; in others, such as Domin-~ 
ica and St. Thomas, the planters have given 
up the struggle, and the once productive 
cane fields are relapsing into jungles. 

Mr. Hill predicts that, unless a market - 
can be found for West Indian cane sugar, 
many of the islands will revert to primeval 
forests, inhabited solely by negroes. The 
English islands are in a more depressed 
economic condition than the French. The. 
British government has-literally sacrificed» 
its West Indian colonies to the free trad@ 
principle. Had it put a protective tariff on ©

SERST ECLIPSE EXPEDITION, 
Written by Mrs. Mabel Loomis Todd 
gna Entitled “ Corona and Coronet” 
‘—Tells Many Facts About the Native 
Hawaiians and the Mysterious 
of Japan —,Charles Morris 
‘Writes “ Historical Tales” of Rus- 
sia and Japan. 


HEN Mr. James’ schooner-yacht 
Coronet set out with the Amherst 
eclipse expedition to Japan in 1896 
it took along a talerited chronicler 
of the trip in the person of Mrs. 


Mabel Loomis Todd, who has now fulfilled [| 


her mission by writing the charming volume 
entitled *‘ Corona and Coronet " (Houghton- 
Miffiin). 
. Though the date of the eclipse was Aug. 9, 
1896, the Coronet set out on its journey from 
New York around the Horn in 

. the preceding year, and the scientiNc mem- 
bien of the expedition boarded the yacht at 
San Francisco in the following April. The 
passage to Hawali was rapid, and the stay 
in that enchanting summer land was nat- 
urally a gala time for the members of the 


- @xpedition.. Mrs. Todd writes graphically 


and entertainingly of the native Hawalians 
as she saw them, “lounging about the 
wharves and corners, wearing hat bands and 
decorations of peacock feathers and ‘leis’ 
of brilliant flowers about their necks.”" She 
remarks that at a moment’s notice any 
_‘ehance group can take up guitars or the 
‘Vittle “ukulele,” playing and singing to- 
gether in delightful barmony the half plain- 
tive and wholly sweet Hawaiian airs, with 
eoft. words, like running water. “A limp. 
language, chiefly liquids and vowels, it is 
peculiarly suited to music.”’ 

. Here the party had more than a taste of 
the sunshine and bananas of life. President. 
and Mrs. Dole were unwearied in their 
deeds of personal kindness. The volcanoes, 
Mauna L and Kilauea, were visited by 


the expedition, and Mrs. Todd again recounts | 


the tale of how the brave Princess Kapio- 
lani went to the crater of Kilauea in 1824 
and defied Pele; the Goddess of Fire, thus 
killing an ancient superstition that had long 
held the natives inits thrall. It was during 
the stay of this expedition in Honolulu 
‘that “Miss Kate Field passed away, and a 
touching account is given of her last days, 
Surrounded by these devoted friends. 

Qne of the most interesting features of 
Mrs. Todd’s book is her comprehensive ac- 
count of the lepers.on Molokai.Island. She 

‘gays they are well cared for, are generously 
supplied with rations, and no work is re- 
quired ofthem. Marriages among the lepers 
are not forbidden. Twice a year the Health 
Commissioners examine the children born 
here and remove those pronounced clean, if 
the parents consent. The absence of all 
dread of the disease is often the means of 
contracting it. “Transmitted largély 
through the saliva, all the members of a 
family, clean and unclean, continue to dip

Was especially interested in the aboriginal 
Ainu natives of Yezo and Saghalien, and, as. 
the expedition established itself at Eshashi, 
on the northern coast of Yezo, she had spe- 
cial opportunities for studying this mysteri- 
ous hairy race. She describes the Ainus as 
being a harmless and benighted people. 
The men wear long beards, and present a 
patriarchal appearance. The women “‘ have 
‘ho souls,” and, being constantly repressed 
and allowed no part in any religious exer- 
, they come to fear neither gods nor 
Men. Suicide is frequent among them. 
Like our own aborigines, the Ainus are fast 
disappearing. |
